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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The final rejection of claims 7-12 are still proper, in 
response to application's argument that the frame of Myers is not made by pressing, instead, it is made by extrusion. In contrast, the 
frame of MacDonnell is made with punches and dies. Persons skilled in the art would not employ a pressing technique in a frame that is 
initially made by extrusion. The examiner disagrees, because Myers discloses the frame can be formed by other suitable manufacturing 
processes (col. 5, lines 62-65) . Therefore, person skilled in the art would be able to combine the frame of MacDonnell into the frame of 
Myers. 
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
